Views,  and  who  dare  to  assert 
them.  The  ripe  fruit  of  religions 
liberty  will  never  be  gathered  till 
the  public  mind  is  educated  up  to 
the  point  where  it  will  demand 
tbat  men  of  all  religious  peraua- 
sions  will  have  the  right  to  assert 
their  convictions  and  their  reasons 
therelor,  without  being  censured 
by  public  sentiment. 

This  is  the  true  idea  of  religious 
liberty,  and  anything  short  of  it 
amounts  to  mere  toleration.  When 
this  goal  is  reached,  men  will  be 
required  to  prove  all  things:  but 
truth  has  nothing  to  fear  from  an 
open  contest  with  error.  We  waat 
no  false  fulcrum  upon  which  to 
rest  the  lever  of  truth,  tbat  we 
may  overturn  falsehood : better 


Religious  Liberty, 


During  the  last  century  rapid 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  di- 
rection of  religious  liberty.  Only 
a few  centuries  ago,  under  the  sun- 
light of  the  Reformation,  Mosheim, 
the  great  historian,  says  of  the  An- 
abaptists: “In  almost  all  the  coun- 
tries of  Europe  an  unspeakable 
number  of  those  unhappy  wretches 
preferred  death  in  its  worst  forms 
to  a retraction  of  their  views.*  * * 
In  this'century  (16th)  the  error  of 
limiting  the  administration  of  bap- 
tism to  adult  persons  only,  and 
the  practice  of  rebaptising  such  as 
had  received  that  sacrament  in  in- 
fancy, were  looked  upon  as  most 
flagitious  and  intolerable  here- 
sies." Mosheim  says  of  these  Bap- 
tists that  they  were  “free  from  any 
other  reproach  than  the  errors 
they  maintained,  and  their  too  ar- 
dent desire  to  spread  them 
among  the  multitude."  In  Ger- 
many Baptists  were  plundered, 
thrust  into  dungeons,  banished, 
numbers  of  them  beheaded  or 
burnt  alive.  By  the  Diet  of  Spires 
it  was  “Ordained,  that  every  Bap- 
tist or  re-baptised  person,  male  or 
female,  being  of-ripe  years  and  un- 
derstanding, shall  be  deprived  of 
life." 

The  Kings  of  Hungary  and  Bo- 
hemia, the  Emperor  Charles  V., 
and  many  others  in  the  sixteenth 
century,  joined  in  the  persecution 
of  Baptists.

Yes,  indeed,  it  was  a bright  life,  and  that 
is  the  reason  its  absence  causes  so  much 
darkness  snd  gloom  for  those  who  are  left 
on  earth  to-muurn  the  departed  loved  one. 
Yet  0<t’  tiiaes,  it  seems  to  us,  when  God 
glsnces  over  his  earthly  garden  to  select 
one  from  th(e  throng,  it  pleases  him  to  pluck 
one  of  his  fairest  flowers.  Just  as  if  some 
morning  we  should  walk  in  our  dower  gar- 
den and  should  behold  a beautiful,  well 
developed,  Well  rounded  bud,  just  ready  to 
flower  into  fragrant  beauty,  we  fain  would 
take  it  from  its  place  tenderly,  and  carry  it 
to  our  own  cozy  room  to  blossom  there,  for 
fear  les',  should  it  remain,  aome  cruel  hand 
might  do  if  injury;  so  God  has  taken  away 
this  fair  Christian  bad  to  bloom  in  Paradise.

His  memory  will  live,  for  no  one  ever 
having  seen  that  bright,  cheerful  face,  with 
its  Irank,  noble  expression,  conld  well  for- 
get it,  He  wu  one  of  tM  few  who  seem 
ever  ready  to  ‘‘lend  a helping  hand”  just 
at  the  right  lime.  He  was  the  light,  the 
life,  the  pride,  the  joy  of  home,  teeming  to 
carry  a ray  ol  sunthine  with  his  presence. 
He  wes  his  mother’s  constant  companion, 
being  the  oldest  child,  and  had  never -been 
away  from  home  longer  than  one  week  at  a 
time.  Death  bid  never  visited  this  home 
before,  and  there  it  a great  vacancy  there 
which  never  can  be  tilled  , but  that  awful

Charlie  was  a generous  friend,  a noble, 
brother,  a loving,  respectful,  end  obedient 
son,  and  an  humble,  true,  pure-hearted, 
willing,  yet  timid  Christian.

An 
old  colored  man  in  speaking  of  him  not 
long  since  said  that  when  in  the  morning  he 
would  start  out  to  work  all  gloomy  and 
downcast,  if  he  could  just  meet  Mr.  Charlie 
and  hear  him  speak  out  a hearty  "Good- 
morning, ” accompanied  by  a bright  smile, 
it  would  make  him  feel  better  all  day. 

When  this  young  man  professed  faith  in 
Christ,  some  six  or  seven  years  ago,  it  seem- 
ed the  very  light  of  heaven  shone  on  Iris 
ftce.
